Hsu discloses a trench-type storage device in fig. 24 
comprising a substrate 12, column 11 line 19, at least one trench 20, column 11 line 25, conductive carbon nanotubes 22, column 14 
line 34 and column 10 lines 40-45, lining trench, and a trench conductor 34, column 13 lines 12-14, filling trench.
